The site is owned by Thanet council, which 
leases it to property group Freshwater. 

Attempts to clean the front of the building 
have been made with steam-cleaners to 
remove the build-up of dirt and grime that has 
gathered there over the years.

Council flight 
noise monitor 
out of action

A MOBILE noise monitor 
designed to record the vol- 
ume of flights overflying 
the isle from Manston air- 


port is still out of action. 

The machine, which can be taken 
to different locations across Thanet, 
is the only one that can be moved 
from set locations to monitor the 
level of disturbance made by planes. 

However, it is lying unused 
because there are problems with 
data collection and taking the infor- 
mation from it. 

Thanet council could not say, or 
declined to say, exactly how long it 
had been out of use. 

A spokeswoman would only say it 
had not been in use “since early this 
year”. 

Airport owners Infratil supply the 
machine, under the terms of the 
Section 106 agreement, but it is the 
council’s duty to maintain it and 
make sure it is working. 

No penalties are imposed upon 
the council if it is not in use, but at 


last month’s KIACC (Kent 
International Airport Consultative 
Committee) meeting, members of 
the committee voiced their annoy- 
ance at the situation. 

Section 106 is the written agree- 
ment between the council and the 
airport, which lays out rules for 
issues such as noise and flight 
paths, among other things. 

Noise monitoring is seen as a vital 
part of the agreement, but no time- 
frame for the machine to be up and 
running correctly has yet been 
given. 

The council spokeswoman said: 
“There are ongoing problems with 
establishing communications with 
the kit to download the data. There 
are a number of options to try to 
resolve these problems and until 
each one has been tried by the coun- 
cil we cannot give a definitive time 
for it being fully operational. 

“A problem was discovered during 
the last use of the monitor earlier 
this year. It was returned for cali- 
bration in June, when we identified 
the communications difficulties.” 

The monitor works on a threshold 
detection system, which means it 
records noise over a set threshold. 


Man's leg is broken in

Luke Brown, of Clarendon Road, 
Margate, admitted harassing his 
neighbour when he appeared at 
Thanet court in Margate last week. 

Brown, 19, spat at his neighbours 
as part of the harassment and his 
own family members even decided to 
stop living with him as they found 
his behaviour so intimidating. 


Brown has now been banned from 
keeping animals for three years and 
must cough up £100 to those he 
intimidated as compensation. 

The RSPCA prosecuted him after 
he was seen kicking his dog. 

PC Sue Luck, who headed the 
police investigation, said: “Luke 
Brown caused some serious problems 
for his neighbours, some of whom 
even stayed with family and friends 
because they were so intimidated by 
his behaviour. 


“Complaints ranged from abusive 
signs in his window to playing loud 
music and spitting at people — no one 
should have to put up with this kind 
of behaviour.” 

As a result of the extensive efforts 
from the various agencies involved, 
and those of neighbourhood officers 
PC Lynn Short and Alex Taylor, 
Brown has now given up his tenancy 
with Thanet council and will no 
longer live at the address in 
Clarendon Road.

Fraudsters handed 
curfew for claiming 
too many benefits 


THREE benefit cheats from 
Ramsgate have been electronical- 
ly tagged after they were handed 
curfew orders for their crimes, 


writes Tom Betts. 

Mark Bateman, 44, of The Paragon, was 
claiming housing benefit, council-tax benefit 
and incapacity benefit based on the fact that 
he was a single person. 

An investigation discovered he was living 
with Stacey Hollinshead, who later became his 
partner. She was in full-time employment. 

As a result, he was overpaid £18,851.21. 

At Canterbury Crown Court on Monday 
last week, he admitted seven charges of false 
representation from May 2006. 

He was given a ten-month suspended 
prison sentence. He will spend four months 
on a curfew order with an electronic tag to 
ensure he is at his home between 7pm and 7am. 

In the second case, Colin North, 56, from 
Augusta Road, was claiming housing and coun- 
cil tax benefits and income support on the basis 
he was out of work and had no capital money. 

A joint investigation showed he had unde- 
clared accounts, with more than £90,000 in 
capital. He was interviewed and stated that 


money had been inherited. It had been ver- 
bally agreed it would be given to their chil- 
dren but had been left to North and his wife. 

He was overpaid £28,512.66 but, prior to the 
case going to court, he paid back £9,312.63. 

At Canterbury Crown Court on Thursday, 
August 5, he admitted three charges of failing 
to promptly notify a change in circumstances. 

Taking into account his early guilty plea 
and the fact he had repaid a significant sum, 
he was given a six-month suspended sen- 
tence and a four-month curfew, with electron- 
ic monitoring. He has to be at home between 
8pm and 6am. 

The final case was against Tina Dannahy, 
54, from Pegwell Road, who was receiving 
housing benefit, council-tax benefit and 
Jobseekers’ Allowance. 

She failed to notify Thanet council and the 
DWP that her partner had been living with 
her. In total, she was overpaid £8,752. 

At Margate court on Thursday, August 5, 
she admitted the charges and was given a 
compensation order to pay back the money 
and a six-month curfew order. She will be 
electronically monitored and not allowed to 
leave home between 7pm and 7am each day. 

If any of the offenders fail to comply with 
the curfew order, they will return to court.

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Commendation for 
efforts that led to 
six-year sentence 


A CCTV operator has received a 
commendation from the High 
Sheriff of Kent after helping to 
secure the arrest of a gunman 


who almost blinded his victim. 

Andrew Selfridge from Thanet council’s 
CCTV team was on duty on the night of 
December 18, 2009, when he noted a fight in 
Camden Square, Ramsgate. 

He was watching the screens monitoring 
the area around the Plains of Waterloo 
behind The Camden Arms when a crowd 
appeared, with some of the group arguing. 


Agitated 


A man walked up to the group from the 
bottom of the Plains of Waterloo in an agitat- 
ed state and pulled a handgun from his coat 
pocket, threatening one of the crowd. 

Most of the crowd parted, but one man had 
not seen the gun and it was fired three times 
into his face. He received a puncture wound 
two millimetres below his eye and was lucky 
not to lose his sight. 

Mr Selfridge alerted police on the CCTV 
unit’s police radio as a priority call, which is 
the highest grade a call can be given.

The CCTV system was then used to follow 
the man to a nearby address, with police 
given details of his description and where- 
abouts. They closed the surrounding roads 
and a firearms team was sent. 

At his trial, the man was sentenced to six 
years in prison for possession of an imitation 
firearm with intent to endanger life. 

A person can only be commended for the 
award from the High Sheriff of Kent by a 
judge. In this case, Mr Selfridge was put 
forward by His Honour Judge Nash at 
Canterbury Crown Court. 

He was commended for the “prompt, efficient 
and professional manner in which he acted”. 

“Tt’s always nice to be recognised for your 
work, but I felt slightly embarrassed and 
humbled to be awarded the High Sheriff of 
Kent’s commendation... I think the award is 
more a reflection on the work we do as a 
team in CCTV than my specific efforts,” said 
Mr Selfridge. 

Chris Wells, of Thanet council, said: “Those 
thinking of breaking the law should under- 
stand how cameras can be used to track an 
offender and help with their arrest.”

BEAUTIFULLY-crafted  stained- 
glass panels are providing a window 
on learning for Birchington pupils. 

Creative glazier Aaron Cornwell has 
designed the two Biblical scenes — Jonah and 
the whale and Noah’s Ark — as centrepieces in 
the main assembly hall at the village primary 
school. 

He has two more panels — David and Goliath 
and Daniel in the lion’s den — to design and 
transfer to glass panels during the next 18 
months as part of the commissioned project. 

Spiritual 

Head-teacher Kath Barham said: “These 
lovely panels enhance the spiritual feel of the 
school hall — especially during our collective 
worship. 

“We wanted to bring the sense of awe and 
wonder that church stained-glass windows 
often bring to a church but give them a slight- 
ly more modern feel that was more suited to a 
primary school. 

“They are great to use as topics for discus- 
sion with the children as they learn about The 
Bible stories — they are also fabulous examples 
of creative art to inspire our young artists.” 

Aaron devised the overlay method of 
stained-glass panels that he utilised in this 
project, which took him about 14 days and five 
nights for each window.

green space. 


e Thanet council’s key commitment to improving 
quality use of open spaces and a key project to 
develop a targeted programme for improving play 
facilities, both confirmed just three weeks ago. 

e Previous agreements with the Dalby Square 
Project Group, who have raised almost £400,000 
to improve the square, that included planning 
permission to create a garden space on the very 


site being discussed. 


e A decade of negotiations with the Dalby Square 
Project Group and seven years with ward council- 
lors where all had stressed consistently that the 
green space should be retained.

I also produced Thanet council plans from 2008 that 
were specifically used by the authority to get the site 
through the asset-disposal process. The plans includ- 
ed a 700sq m green space — yet another item ignored. 
Residents’ and ward councillors’ concerns were sim- 


ply whitewashed from every stage of the process. 


Years of work by local residents has been snubbed 
and, to use the Dalby Square group chairman’s own 


words, they feel “sad and betrayed” by what happened 


at Thanet council during that cabinet meeting. 
People are asking why the developers’ drop-in con- 
sultation took place on one evening and the following 


evening Thanet council declared the square a conserva- 


tion area. And how can the land be ‘gifted’ to a develop- 
er by the local authority during the application process. 
For me, the final blow came when the chief execu- 
tive explained in great detail how Thanet council had 
bent over backwards to accommodate the developer 
in every possible way. No mention of the residents. It 
was a clear case of backing buildings over green space 
and backroom deals over meaningful consultation. 


The final planning application to build on the green 


will be discussed at Thanet council planning commit- 
tee on September 15, and I sincerely hope any isle 
residents with objections will register them with 


Thanet council before the closing date of August 27.

by volunteers. Its members are 
not only involved in presenting 
but in all the other aspects needed 
to keep it running. 

This includes the technical 
knowledge of maintaining the stu- 
dio, administration and fund-rais- 
ing. 

When not broadcasting live the 
station provides music and pro- 
grammes around the clock thanks 
to its computerised system. 

My last of several sessions at 
the mic was early on Sunday. I 
awoke bleary-eyed having 
caught just a few hours’ sleep to 
begin again at 6am.

CULT comedian Ross Noble will be 
performing for a lucky audience in 
Canterbury next month. 

The affable comic usually plays to very large 
venues and has achieved the best-selling show 
at both the Edinburgh Festival and 
Melbourne International Festival.

Tickets for Noble’s shows always sell fast, 
but at the time of writing, a handful of tickets 
remain, so book without delay if you want to 
see this highly-gifted and acclaimed comedian 
in action. 

Although Noble mostly turns down offers to 
appear on television, he has earned a huge fol- 
lowing during his years in the comedy busi- 
ness. 

Much of his popularity has spread by word of 
mouth and he has unveiled a new stand-up 
show every year since 1999, taking his high 
energy and original style of comedy as far 
afield as Australia on a regular basis. 

Raised in Cramlington in Northumberland, 
Noble’s comedy career started as a child when 
he performed a street show with a friend.

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Airbender fails to come out on top 
in battle for our hearts and minds 


M NIGHT Shyamalan is an odd 
choice to direct a special effects- 
laden adventure based on the pop- 
ular Nickelodeon animated TV 


series, Avatar: The Last Airbender. 

After all, this is the filmmaker who allowed 
us all to see dead people in The Sixth Sense, 
created a modern-day superhero in 
Unbreakable and allowed an enraged Mother 
Nature to slaughter most of mankind in The 
Happening. 

The Last Airbender is a very different beast: 
a big budget journey of discovery, punctuated 
by sprawling battle sequences on a similarly 
grand scale to The Lord Of The Rings trilogy, 
that relies heavily on spectacle rather than 
substance or Shyamalan’s famed narrative 
twists. 

The writer-director juggles the myriad tech- 
nical elements, but he is occasionally let down 
by unconvincing digital effects that look more 
like a cartoon than live action. 

Moreover, some of the performances are 
more wooden than the gargantuan sets, creat- 
ing repeated moments of unintentional hilari-

ty that cuts through the dramatic tension. 

The worst offender is a seemingly innocuous 
line from a village elder about her young 
charge being “the last bender” for miles. 

Orphaned siblings Sokka (Jackson 
Rathbone) and Katara (Nicola Peltz) discover 
a young boy called Aang (Noah Ringer) frozen 
in the ice near their village. 

The tyke is covered in strange tattoos and 
the siblings surmise that Aang must be the 
Avatar, destined to manipulate the four ele- 
ments (air, water, earth, fire). 


Pathos 


No sooner have the children arrived back at 
their village than outcast Prince Zuko (Dev 
Patel) from the Fire Nation and his soldiers 
capture Aang and hold him hostage aboard 
their ship. Thankfully, the prisoner escapes 
and begins the journey back to his temple, 
accompanied by Sokka and Katara. 

Meanwhile, Zuko’s father Fire Lord Ozai 
(Cliff Curtis) entreats trusted Commander 
Zhao (Aasif Mandvi) to find Aang — and 


prevent the boy from achieving his destiny. 

The Last Airbender screens in 3D in select- 
ed cinemas, but the increasingly popular for- 
mat was an afterthought, so don’t bother pay- 
ing the additional ticket prices for the honour 
of wearing uncomfortable plastic spectacles. 

A caption card at the beginning reads Book 
One: Water and it quickly becomes clear that 
this is the first film in a potential series. 

It’s hard to imagine subsequent chapters 
ever making it to the big screen. 

Ringer is a likeable hero, struggling to com- 
prehend his pre-ordained path, and Patel 
wrings as much pathos as possible from his 
underwritten role as the exiled prodigal son. 

Watery special effects aren’t convincing, and 
a pivotal scene in which one character sacri- 
fices their life for the good of mankind fails to 
bring a tear to the eye. 

“[Aang] will begin to win hearts because it’s 
in hearts that all wars are won,” says one sage. 

Regrettably, in the battle for our hearts and 
minds, Shyamalan comes up short.

Why holiday Nortolk is more 
than just the beautiful Broads

AS my 13-year-old son and 
I paddled our canoe from 
the narrow’ waterway, 
which had us ducking vege- 
tation like something from 
a King Kong film (his 
description), we suddenly 
burst out on to the South 
Walsham Broad. 


I bet no-one who saw us skimming 
across the expanse of still water, sur- 
rounded by lush, green countryside, 
would have guessed that half an 
hour earlier neither of us had been 
in a canoe before — it was easy. 

South Walsham Broad is the only 
private broad among the 120-odd 
miles of waterways that make up 
Norfolk’s biggest tourist draw. 

The Broads are beautiful, and while 
parts are packed with pleasure craft, 
you can easily escape the crowds. 

I was surprised to learn that the 
Broads are man-made. Peat dug for 
heat between the 1100s and 1300s 
filled as sea levels rose and by the 
16th century the navigable Broads 
became a vital part of the county’s 
transport system. 

Norfolk boasts more medieval 
churches per square mile than any- 
where else in the world (it also has a 
tradition of village signs too, which 
show the history of the village — 
there are more than 500). 

We stayed in a beautiful cottage in 
the tiny village of New Buckenham, 
300 yards from a Norman castle, 10 
miles south of Norwich, but 
lightyears away from the 21st centu-

YOU don’t need to climb into the 
Leon FR to be seduced. 


Our test car looked superb in what the 
Spanish ‘Auto Emocion’ brand calls ‘Speed 
Blue’ — a £550 option from Seat’s so-called 
custom palette, which looks suspiciously like 
what the trade also used to call ‘base colours’ 
ie the non-metallics. 

But here’s the thing; Seats invariably look 
great in bold colours and people seem happy 
to pay extra to escape the monochromic 
motoring hell that was two decades of silver 
and grey metallic. 

Our car was also shod with 18-inch Orion 
black alloys (£510) making it sure to turn heads. 

It’s not even Seat’s hottest Leon yet the FR 
looks fiery enough with its coupé lines and 
twin-chromed exhausts. 

And you are still being led by the nose as you 
grip the fat leather wheel and note tasteful red 
seat stitching, but then things unravel — the 
rest of the cabin is dull; it is durable, but 
details can feel cheap and the dashboard is 
generally drab. 

It’s a shame, when the Leon cabin is practi- 
cal and spacious and the car so entertaining,

using the excellent VW Golf platform and 
well-known VW powertrains, while infused 
with the character of Seat itself. 

The test car was particular fun with a 170PS 
(167bhp) 2.0-litre turbodiesel plus six- 
speed/twin clutch VW DSG gearbox. 

It might sound like a contradiction, but 
this automatic ‘box is the perfect partner for 
a sporting car in the real world; it changes 
itself when you are bogged down in traffic, 
but you can race through the gears yourself 
on a clear road by using F1-style paddles on 
the wheel. 

It’s even slightly faster than the manual, 
taking eight seconds to reach 62mph, and only 
marginally worse on fuel. 

Providing you use gearbox and chassis 
sensibly, it will average around 50mpg and 
attracts just £125/year in road tax — not bad 
for such a sporting car mixing reassuring grip 
and handling with a decent ride. 

However, to spec up with the bold colour 
and alloys plus that highly attractive gearbox 
you will add £2,310 to the £19,490 of our FR 
CR model — a lot of money when you consider 
that the Leon range starts at a modest 
£13,975.

New-builds to be less 
of a taxing proposition? 


A CHANGE to tax proposals could mean 
that new-build properties become more 
popular with buyers, according to one 
property expert. 

The Government is considering a high- 
er stamp duty tax for homes that are 
poorly insulated. Homes that lose large 
amounts of energy through draughty 
windows and poorly insulated lofts would 
be subject to the higher tax, say experts. 

Reacting to the claims, the founder of 
newhomesforsale.co.uk Vernon Pethard 
said people will be encouraged to buy new 
homes to avoid falling foul of this tax. 

“Threatening an increase in stamp 
duty on older, poorly insulated homes is 
likely to deter people from buying one 
because it’s not always possible to bring 
them up to modern standards,” he said. 


UK best for investors in 
commercial property 


COMMERCIAL property insurance 
customers have been told there is little 
reason to believe the UK commercial 
property market has become overvalued 
as a result of recent price rises. 

Ed Stansfield, property economist, sug- 
gested the UK had seen “one of the bigger 
corrections” of all global commercial 
property markets during the downturn 
and, equally, one of the larger recoveries. 

“The bottom line is that there is not a 
lot of evidence to suggest the UK market 
had become overvalued as a result of the 
upswing,” he said. 

Mr Stansfield’s comments follow the 
Global Investment Perspective report by 
HSBC, which claimed the UK remains 
the most attractive commercial property 
market for investors. 


Slight drop in number 
of tenants owing rent 


A FIFTH of private-residential landlords 
have had tenants in rent arrears over 
the last three months, according to new 
research by the National Landlords 
Association. 

During the second quarter of 2010, just 
over 21 per cent of landlords experienced 
rental arrears. This represents an 
improvement on the previous quarter 
when teh figure was at 24.5 per cent. 

Furthermore, the average amount of 
outstanding rent arrears has dropped 
significantly from £978 in the first three 
months to £799 in the second.

Market rise in house prices 
met with some scepticism 


THE HOUSING market has 
received a boost following the news 
from the Halifax that prices rose 


unexpectedly last month. 

The news comes as a welcome relief as 
overall prices have been falling in the last few 
weeks, but Halifax analysts saw a 0.6 per cent 
upswing. 

This news has been greeted with jubilation 
by investors and homeowners. 

But there are still fears the market is 
volatile and has been completely settled. 

The average price increased to £167,425 
from £166,351 and followed falls in the previ- 
ous three months, including a 0.6 per cent fall 
in June. The rise beat economists’ forecasts of 
a 0.3 per cent fall in July. 

“The mixed pattern of monthly rises and 
falls over the first seven months of the year is

consistent with a slowing market,” said 
Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax. 

“It is also in line with our view that house 
prices will be broadly unchanged over 2010 as 
a whole.” 

Prices in July were 4.8 per cent higher com- 
pared with a year earlier, the same as the 
year-on-year increase in June. but lower than 
the peak of 8.7 per cent in April. 

Since the beginning of this year the average 
UK house price has fallen by £2,059, or 1.2 per 
cent. Prices are 16 per cent below their August 
2007 peak. 

Mr Ellis said that while low interest rates 
and a recovering economy continued to sup- 
port the housing market, an increase in the 
number of properties being put on the market 


— boosted by the coalition Government’s abo- 
lition of Home Information Packs (HIPs) — had 
relieved some of the supply constraint which 
drove prices up in 2009. 

However other experts have issued warnings. 

Paul Diggle, property economist at Capital 
Economics said that monthly house prices 
were volatile and would continue to be so in 
the short term. 

He said July’s increase did not change the 
likelihood that prices are set for a period of 
“considerable weakness” in the remainder of 
this year and into 2011. 

“The weakness in buyer activity, signs that 
credit conditions may be tightening again, the 
possibility of renewed weakness in the labour 
market in the next year, and the hit on house- 
hold incomes that the fiscal squeeze will bring 
over the next few years, will all weigh on house 
prices,” Mr Diggle said.

“The positives were Ismail’s goals and 
James Pinnock looked very sharp as well,” 
he said. “The negatives were our defending, 
we conceded three bad goals which should 


have been stopped. We want our full-backs 
pushing up and maybe that was one of the 
reasons we conceded the goals. 

“We will play better teams [than East 
Thurrock] and I don’t want to be letting in 
three goals. Our defence is decent but maybe 
we've been a bit gung-ho. They were a good 
team but they're still a league below us and 
we should be beating them.” 

Ismail rifled home Aaron Lacy’s pass to 
give the Blues a fourth-minute lead on 
Saturday, but the visitors were level on 16 
minutes when Kye Ruel skipped past 
Tommy Osborne and crossed for Jimmy 
Webb to equalise.
